'Times :'~'"ScotlaDcl is drinkiiifj itself 
to death, and the GovGrniiieut cfiuiiot 
stop it. Will you, therefore, help us? 
It is a ijerfectly simple matter, as 
showu below, and has ln;on (paused 
entirely by the delusion of County 
Justices and Buryh Baihes, in suppos- 
ing tliat whisky (which is the causo of 
all the mischief) contains nourishment, 
and is, therefore, of use as support to 
man, and from this mistake all tho 
ruin has proceeded, b'or, with the 
exception of Hd parishes, having a 
population of 100,393 in which there 
are iio licensed houses', Scotland is 
covered with a network of licensed 
places — hotels, grocery-shops, publio- 
liouaes, &c., — in which whisky is sold 
to all comers, without exception, from 
8 a. m. till 11 p. m. daily. By Mr. 
McGregor's Parliamentary return last 
session, there are 4,797 license places 
for whisky in the parishes, excludincr 
burghs. But in the biirglis the num- 
ber of licensed places is much greater. 
In the published list of certificate- 
holders of Bidiiburgh for 1875-1876, 
the number in that city is 927, and in 
Glasgow alone there are 1,85G places 
where whisky is sold, besides ale and 
beer, and the smaller burghs, Dun- 
fermline, Kirkcaldy, St. Andrews, in 
the same proportion, abd so on in the 
eighty towns of Scotland for fifteen 
hourH out of the twcnty-ronv— i. e., from 
8 a. m. till 11 p. ni., when the tipplers 
are turned out into the streets." 

Sarah Steele, a young woman, has 
boon committed for trial at Birken- 
head on a charge of bigamy. Both 
husbands attended in court, and on 
being confronted with her first part- 
ner, Sarah threw herself into his arma 
and said— "Alec, is that you? They 
told me you were hanged in Glasgow 
years r.go." 

Reports received in Dundee from 
the Newfoundland seal-fishing stations 
indicate that, so far as the season has 
gone, the catch has been considerably 
under the average. 

A new tannel under the Thames at 
"Woolvrtoh is about to be carried out, 
ata'ccwtbf £70,000. 

The workmen at Chatham dockyard 
have commenced the construction of 
the Agamemnon turret ship, and when 
completed will be tho most powerful 
of that olass afloat. Her arnaameut 
will consist of four guns of the heav- 
iest calibre. Her construction will 
occupy three or four years. 

It is reported that the palatial man- 
sion of Dr. Strusberg in Berlin has 
been leased for the English Embassy 
fflir ivrbi years for about £5,715 an- 
nually. 

TffE contest between artillerists and 
ship-builders shows no symptom of 
abating. Sir William Armstrong has 
just completed a 100- ton gun, the first 
of four for the Italian Government, 
and its power of penetration is about 
to be tested on a 22-iuch plate. The 
trial, says a corrcspoiidont, will be 
watched with great interest both by 
artillerists and naval arobiteota, for on 
its result depends the next move in the 
game of construction. If tho gun 
prove the victor wo shall probably bo 
furnished with designs of ships cap- 
able of carrying thirty or forty inolieH 
of armour. On tho other hand, 
should the plate prove invulnerable, 
Woolwich may be expected to doviso 
BOme.iabpBter piece of ordnauoo which 
would throw a shot of a couple or 
more tons from one side of London to 
the other. Tho duel is very interest- 
ing; a pity thnt it should be so costly.

stipulatea thiit Ciiiiaaa shoiiM Ruarantoo 
i nterest at a rate not exceeding 5 por Li-iit. 
per annhfnlot ten.yenars on anjr, enm not 
• xoeedW^ iGlOO'.dOO, toba devotsd to tlio 
oonslruotion of n liiHtulnss gr'aVitig dock 
at Esquimau. It \va3 thought . by the 
delegates who nrimij^ivl t lie 'term's' of 
nniou that tho canital ^um iuuikhI would 
bo HuPjoifut to coiistiuot till' dock, and 
that at the oud of till' t^jn yrars KiiaTun- 
teed the dock would lu-ovi- a prolitiblo 
investmpnt to tho parties uudfi taking; it.

sum of S'_5(/,0I1U to be aptdieii towards the 
construction of tho doclc. A few days af- 
ter giving that gaarontoo Sir John's Min- 
istry went out of power and Mr. Macken- 
zie's Ministry came in. On tho 12th of 
•November, 1874, Mr. DeCosmos address- 
ed an offloial letter to the new Premier 
relative to the armngement made with 
Sir John Mncdouuld, and received the 
following reply:

malt, in lieu of the gauraatee of interest 
at five per cent, on ,£100,000 for ten years 
provided by the terms of Uuion, I. have 
to Bay that any change in the moidjai:of 
aiding iu tho eoustriic^ioD of this work 
from that agr( o,l to will require the sanc- 
tion of Parliumont. 

I can Only any at present that the Gov- 
ernment will submit a moasurd to Parlia- 
ment either to carry out your proposal or 
■ome'sobeme equivalent thereto.

It will be observed that in the above 
reply Mr. Mao'keozie speaks of the pro- 
posal of Mr. DeCo-m'is to be for an "nc?- 
vance." In his dispatches (wliilo in Lon- 
don) to llio Irnperi;il Goverumont, askinp; 
for Q auljsidy ot .triO.OOO, Mr, DoC'ostnos 
refers to this arr.ingerncnt with the Cana- 
dian Government as a stijnilation on tlie 
part of that Government to pay the lump 
Stun of 8260,000 to the Province in lieu of 
the guiirantee of 5 per cent, for ten year.i. 
Upon Mr. DjCo-^mo-i' return from Ottawa 
and Loudon toVictoiii ho laid helore 
the House a ,-cueme for tlio construct i- ui 
of the RraMng dock with an Inipi-rial 
grant£30,000 (to bo paid on coiuplctiou 
of the work in accordance with plans to 
be approved by the Admiralty), and a 
Dominion grant of $250,000. Tbe sohemn 
"took" the House, and notwithstanding 
tho protestations of th<j Opposition — wlio 
claimed tliat nowlieie in the c jrrospond- 
enco (except in Mr, DcCosmos' lett' r 
to the Imperial ( iovernineni ) did it 
appear that the sum promised by 
Canada was a bonus, as claimed by Mr. 
DeObsmos — the scheme was adopted, nnd 
an Act autliorizing tho aecoiitanoe of a 
Bnm of money in lion of the dock gnar.'iu- 
too was passed. It will he iieccss iiy, imu', 
to e.xuniioo the wording of this A"t wljiiMi 
included, also, a sclH'ni" for tlic <-a[)itahz- 
ation of the fnmouH S'JAO.OUO, which has 
proved the subject of so much uuhappi- 
nesB and the acceptance of u portion of 
■which has involved the Province in debt 
to Canada. This Act, wliicli will bo found 
amongst tlio Provincial tit.itntes of 1871, 
reads as follows: 

1. Notwithsiatiding anything ('(intained 
in Article 2 of the Terms ni Union afore- 
said, it hhall be lawfnl for the Oovern- 
ment of British Ooluniijia, snl.j.-ct to the 
abovo recitcfl con<i ii ions, from tiniO to 
time to ai)ply for and to rocoivo from the 
Dominion ( iuvernnient soch huuis of 
nioni/y Hs Khali log(>tlii-r not exceed tbo 
diii'ernuco between ilio aciu."!,! debt and 
the allowed delit of the Province. 

2. In lieu of Article 12 of the Terms of 
Union aforesaid, it shall bo lawful lortlio 
Gcjvernment of Ib'itisli Colnnd)i,a to a)i- 
ply for and to i-ei^i iw from tlic l)ouiinion 
Ciovornmant .^'Joll.ODO in aid of the con- 
Btriiotion of a Graving Dock at J:;s()ni- 
jnalt; and upon paym' Ut of sncli sum 
Article 12 shall be void and of uo eirect. 

8. It shall be lawful for the Province of 
British Columbia to refund, at any time, 
to tho Dominion the sums so ad\ancod in 
nforesaid, to lie held upon and suliji'Ct to 
the same conditions by tho Dominion 
Oorernment as tbo moneys now held by 
them.

Do i", oi usually 
claim tho right to ropav gifis':" Having 
secured tlu' passage of the Act Jlr. De 
OosmOH proceeded to Otiawa in ,lanu- 
ary of 1874 and asked for tho payment of 
the sam of 8269,000 as e. bonu.t. To this 
request Mr. lifackenzio, it woubl apjiear 
from tho correspondi nco, domnrvod, saj-- 
• the money w.is an "advanoo" f)r loan in 
lien of tho t-on-years' guaranteo — referring 
to section 3 (abovo iniot'. d) of flio I;0(m1 
Act in support of hill position. Presied 
aa to whether tho guarantee of 6 per cent. 
eonUined in tb« Term* ot Union did not 



mean that the interost would bo jviid by 
tlio Dominion Governnient, ^Nfr. Miclo-n- 
zio answered, "'no; that it was niciiit aaan 
endorsement of the oblivaiioii of the Pro- 
vince to pay liiat ra to of interest to any 
one nndertuking_,t)io^work.'' The Minis- 
try liavinfj beea.'oliflfp^6d since the origi- 
nal compact was" rnadii'Mr. DeOoaraos ap 
jilied to Governor Tilloy, who lnul heen 
Minister of linanco of tho iMacdoiiald 
Govi rtimont, for h:s oiiinion res|i(.'Ct iiig 
the nature of the a; ran.gomont, Ooverii- 
(U- Tilley replied, undnr dato of Juno 3d, 
187-1, Htutiug emphitically that the ''X50,- 

000 ctorling, was not to bo charged to the 
dobt, but given in lien of guarantee of 
graving dock." Mr. L:ing<'vin, who had 
boon Minister of Public Works for tho 
Dominion, wrote ;)n Juno 1st, same year, 
tiiat tho grant was iidonded ns "a bnnu.i 
in placo of tho guaranloo of five percent." 
Mr, Mackouzio then referred tbo nuiiterto 
Mr. Lungton, (he Dominion Auditor, who 
has boon a fixtnro at tho Federal Capital 
through all tho political oliangos that 
have taken placo for many years. In tho 
words of Tennysou (parodied) "Minist'o-s 
may coi'ie and Miuisters may go; but Mr. 
Langlon goes on forever." Mr. Dangton 
replied as follows: 

Memorandum upon the advance proposed 
to be made to British Columbia on aaoiinl 
of the Graving Dock. 

I have gone civrofuUy over tho corres- 
pondence upon tho subject submitted to 
me. Tho letter of Mr. Tilley, of 28th 
May, and eKpocially iiis tolegrnm of 3d 
June, and Mr, Langovin's letter, of June 
1st, seems to leave ro doubt tliat it was 
the intention of tho lato G ovornment that 
the X,")(),(llll) was to he a gift to British 
Coliunl)ia, but tliero is nothing on record 
in tlio Doparlmout showing this to have 
been the intention, and it has surprised 
mo a good deal, and is tbe first iutimution 

1 have had of- such an intention. 

Tlio papers eoDnectad with tho applica- 
tion w(>ro sent from tho Secretary's Otlice 
to i!ouncil, !May 18th, and Mr. (,'ote be- 
lieves that they were given to Mr. ("art 
Wright, but Iliave not been ab:e tu liod 
tholu, T, liowevor, recollect, tho sub- 
stanco of them very well. Thero W(Ut) 
two distin^jt letters from Mr. DoGoamo.s 
of the same data (Oot. 28tb, I tbink). 
T'ho one applied for an advance of £50,- 
000, in placo of tho Oovernmont guar- 
antees provided f<jr at tho Union, npou 
receiving -.vhicli tho Province would nn- 
dortakfi tho work as a Provincial work, 
Tho other asked for advances hy way uf 
loan for public works gouorally. Mr, 
.Tilley conferred with me on tliis latter 
application, and I drew tho report upon 

which tho 0. C. of was bas,-d, 

which w.is MU bsiMpiently cancelled, and 
till' impression upon iny mind was that 
this was the reply to both applications. 
Iu this it seems that 1 am mistaken, but 
there is nothing iu tbe nature uf tho 
transaction to imply that anything in iho 
nature of a free gift was either asuod fur 
or promised, Tho ai)i)lication w.is for an 
advance of money instead of the prcmi- 
i-jed guurautoo. Tliat guaiantee was to 
be 6 per cent, on £100,000 fiir ton ye ir-i, 
sothatif wo bad had to pay tho iutero t 
under oiir guarantee we should have ad- 
vanced at the end of 10 years £50,000,th3 
sunn which we are asked to advance at 
oiue, instead of by iriat illments during 
the ton yenrs. But to guarantee tho in- 
terest on a loan does not iiupiy that the 
interest is to bo regarded as a free gift. 
In all such cases, thouuli tiio guaranior 
may have to pay iu this iir.-'t placo ho can 
recover -from the party on whoie behalf 
he gave the guarantee. Ibdieve thn' if 
we liad given such a guaranto \ nnd ha i 
been called upon to p.iy nud'r it we 
should bavo had a right to charge it an- 
nually aga'nst the sub.-idy, or us a mat er 
of grace, in tho debt account. Mr. Til- 
ley's answer of Nov. 3d to tbo applica- 
tion would seem to imply the same thing. 
He says:— "in lieu of the interest on 
.£|0l),()60, which w,iB secured by the 12th 
Section of the O. C of July 1st, 1S70. wu 
propo-<o that adviineea slioukl bo made 
from time to tinie, not on tl}0 whole to 
e.\ci-ed £,")O,003," The ordinary meant ng 
of an advance is certainly some hing tliit 
has to be repaid. Mr. DeUosmoB cer- 
tainly, in bis letter to the Admiralty of 
Dec. (ith, uses words which would seem 
to iin|)ly a gift. Ho says that the Pro- 
vincial Govi-rnmeut will roconiinonl tho 
l.i'giHiaturo to accept from C.mada the 
Innij) Kum of 5250, OUO in lieu of th(> l)ay- 
monts to bo made by it during a series of 
years, but I submit that neither the l'2fli 
Seotion' of the O. C. of 1870, nor Mr, 
'Mackenzie's ieltor of Nov, 1-ltli, to which 
he refi-rs, hilars .suidi an inter))ret uion. 
(rii'-'ned,) John L.v.noton, 

.Tunc 8th. Auditor. 

Previous to this corrospoiidouco tiio 
Dominion Premier had introduced and 
caused to be passed a Bill contaioiag tbe 
following clause: 

" In lion of tho guarantoo of interost at 
tho rato of live por cent, per annum for 
ten years from tho completion of the 
w'>rks, on such Bum not oxcoading one 
hundrod thousand pounds sterling, as 
may bo re(piircd for the construction of a 
lir-t-clock firaving Dock at Esqnimalt, 
as provided hy the t- rms of tho Or 'or of 
the (^iueon m (,'oun(.'il for ih" adniissirui 
of llriti h Culuiubia into tbo Union, a l- 
vani'(>s may be made from timu to tnue by 
tho Governor iti Council, out of tbe Con- 
solidated revenue fund for the construc- 
tion of such Graving Dock, upon certili- 
catoa of tho progrosa of tbo work, — such 
advances not to exceed in the whole two 
hundred and lifty thousand dollars."

graving dock construction. The House 
met in March, 187.'), wlion Mr, Walkoui 
unfolded his budget of "'good things," 
.Vmong others there was a schomo for the 
construction of tho Dock with the so-call- 
o l Canndinn bonun of S'ioD.OOO and the 
Imperial subsidy of Xr)U,000 -the latter 
we boliovo to bo intfiiided as a 
genuine gift. Tbe then Opi)ositioii toidc 
the stand tbat there was grave re.iBon 
— from tho correspondence wo have quot- 
ed abovo— for doubting that the atlvanoo 
inomised by tlio Dominion Government 
was iiitondod in the nature of a gift; and 
they arguo<i that definite iiiforimition on 
this point should bo placed in the hands 
of tho Legislature before it w.nt asked to 
adopt the Fohemo. Tho Ministry wore 
asked to ascoriain by tolegrajjh tho triio 
state of tho case; but they rofusod to do 
HO, reiterating thoir special pleading that 
thcso advancas wore to bo a froo conti iba- 
tion, notwithstanding that tho Caiiadiiui 
Premier had disiinclly (tatcd in his place 
in P»rU»mea( tbdt iliwM not Bottadsr 



stood or intondod. The then mombor 
fur Xnnaiino importiinod tho Provincial 
Premier t i liavo a telegram sent to Ottawa 
which would dispel all doubt, and enable 
tin; House to vote iutolligoutly on tbo 
HtUijeot, offering to contribute his share 
of tho expense. Mr; Walkem refused, 
slating that the Government would ex- 
pond ten thousand delhirs on preliminary 
work and th'-u apply to tho Dominion 
Governniont for tlio amount, thus ajiply- 
ing a pr actical tost as to tho corroctnesa 
of tho ministerial contention. The Op- 
po-iition urged iho impolicy of such uo 
expouililure in order to oscertnin, after » 
long delay nnd at the risk of delaying 
tho undei taking, what could easily bo 
ascert linod at once and at an oxpondituro 
of loss than ten dollars; and it was sug- 
gested by tho more earnest advocates of 
the dock that thero should at least be an 
altoriittlive scheme for the Govornmont to 
fallback upon in tho event of their ap- 
prohonsions proving to be well grounded. 
But no; tho Governmontdoggodly retuaed 
either to scok information or entertain 
iinvthing in tho iinturo of an nltornntive 
scdienie, and baokod up by a wilfully 
blind and servile majority, forced their's 
through tho House, uotwitbstanding that 
the member forj^fimaimo, having failed ':o 
indues tbe Govornmont to obtain an an- 
swer from Oitawa, had himself telegraphed 
anil received a most direct and emphatic 
statement over the s-ignature of the Dom- 
inion Premier to tho effect that tho pro- 
mis 'd advances in aid of dock construu- 
tiou wore to bo made as a debt against 
tlio Province. Thus tbe grand dock 
tcheme, or, as we ventured to christen it 
at tho tim», tiio"H;i jm dock s home," was 
adoi)t::d and tho f,ite of the important en- 
terpriso was madly l-'ft to hiugo upon a 
liuoly draw word quibblo as to whether 
an "advance" meant u '"gift," when live 
dollars' worth of electricity wotild have 
evolved cortainty out of iho'ohaotio doubt 
in which tho question was unfortunataly 
involved. Wo have said Mr. Walkem 
proposed an expenditure of ten thouiand 
dollars for the i)Urpose of ascprtaining tlio 
jcoiroctness of his \iows. Ho expundod 
live times ton thousand to learn tbat be 
was altogether wrong, that these advances 
were to bo made merely as a lonn I 
A fow weeks ago tbe present Govorn- 
mont drew upon the Cioaliau Go «i-a- 
in ■nt for the sum of §50,000 to meb \- 
bdiiies incurred by thoir prodecossora. 
The answer to that drnfc we gavo on Wed- 
iijsday. Frimi that answer it is seen 
that the Dominion Government regard 
tho advance aa a loan and not a* a bonus. 

idle situ dion of thoEuiott Government 
i^ a dillicult and delicate one. Through 
no fault of theirs they flod tbe Provinco 
iuvolved in liabilities amounting to up- 
wards of j!l,30,000. An exionsivo contract 
has b.H-u givoii out, ceiU'jnt bou(?ht, 
pumping mioliinory ordered, land claims 
arbitrated, and euginoers engaged. And 
iill this h ia bo'-n done on a mere Khadowy 
oromise which, however much it might 
have been regarded as binding by the 
Macdonald Govornmont, was known to 
have' buen 7epiidiated by the Mackenzie 
(jDVcrn nicnt more than two yearn ago, 
and tji.-fore M c nts had boon expended 
on tin work. Mr, Wulkom. when on his 
wiy tlirout;h Ottawa for Loudon know 
tint iho sclirme hud failed.

Mr., Smith seconded the motion which 
was "odrried. 

LICENSES ASIF.NDMKNT IlILIi. 

The House then went into Coniinittoo 
to consider the recommendation of a Bill 
to amend the Uoenses Ordinance, Mr. 
Gallagher in the Chair. 

Tho oommittoo lulvised tho iiitroilii.'tion 
of tho Bill, which was then reiul :i first 
and Hficond tinio mid coiuiuittetl, Mr. 
Vo-woll in tlio ehiiir. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott oxplaiiUHl that tho 

graotico of nllowing drnimiuirs to come 
ere, roprosontinf? linns notresidinp; horo 
and Holliog largo quftiUilios of goo.is, Imd 
acted very Jotrimi'Utnlly to morclmnta of 
thin city who paid heavy licoiiKea nml 
were entitled to tho protection tho Bill 
afforded. Tho drunimor frccjuontly trans- 
acted as much bupiuoss in onu day im lUe 
BecQndTolass meruhant did in a month, 
which of coarse was a grievance. Tho tas 
to be imposed was entirely a Provincial 
tax and in no way iitToi-t'd Mani<'ii)alitios. 
Tho clause to meet tho partiouhir clasis of 
poraons interested would read iia follows:- 
"In addition to tho licen.ses ro(iiiiroil to 
betaken out by tho persons following the 
eevoral trades, occupatioua, professions, 
or bnsiness set forth in schedule A, of the 
'Lioenses Aot, 1867," there shall be 
paid to the use of Her Majesty, her heirs 
and snccesfiora, by way of liconjo, the 
sums following, that is to say: By every 
person following tho occupation of a Com- 
mercial traveller or 'drunimor,' tho sum 
of two hundred nml lifty dollars in ad- 
vance every years, " 

This tho hen. gentleman said was not 
intended to shut out the drummer but to 
' bring him on A fair footing with resident 
morehants. 

Mr.Walkom contended that tho tflrm com- 
moroial traveler did not nioet the raso. A 
oommeroial traveler soliciod orders with- 
out actually dolierving goods. This was 
often very advantageous to the merchant 
here who was saved tho expense of going 
cither to Oanada. the States or England to 
Boleet his stock. Again, a commercial 
traveler could actually bo construed to 
mean any agent of a firm resi ling hero 
and traveling in the interior. He took it 
that tho bill really meant to affect dnim- 
mor.s or moroproptrly speaking peddlera. 

Mr. Mara thought it rather, unpreco- 
deoted to hurry the bill through before it 
had been thoroughly considered. He was 
of opinion that a tax should be put on 
commercial travelers, drummers and ped 
dlors, but it would bo dillicult to define 
the question of residence. A traveler 
could rent a small housa at a more nomi- 
nal cost and during his abponco from tho 
Province oontiune to pay the rent which 
would to all intents and purposes make 
him a resident of British Columbia. Thus 
ho would avoid tlip tax. He thought the 
better way would bo tj tax tho amount of 
sales otTiiCted by tho traveller, especially us 
a tax on real estate and por.iouul property 
tax had been imposed. Ho would sug- 
(cest that the bill be laid overpro. tent; if 
^ it waa a good one tho hon. Premier need 
entertain no fear for its fate. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott had no wish to hurry 
tho bill through ;but as tho llouso had ex- 

Eressed » desire to go on with it, tho bill 
ad been committed, although ho had not 
desired that such should bo the case. Tho 
Vill had reoiantljr been amended to meet 
the almost tmanimons wish of merchants 
of tho city. Ho would bo most happy to 
allow tho bill to bo postponed. 

Mr. Fisher poiiitcd out that the com- 
mercial traveler should not bo classed in 
the eama category with the drnmmer. 
Whilst he was prepared to tax the latter, 
*ho Was really only 8 peddler and who after 
Belling the wholesale hoiises largo stocks 
of goods often opened his parcels and sold 
hia samples retail, ho was not desir(Hi3 of 
dealing with the commercial traveler in 
tho BftiiKt mauner. (Hear hear.) 

Mr. Elliott said tho object of tho bill 
was to equalize as uiueh us possible tho 
merchant here and the itiuorant mor- 
obant. 

Mr. Mara said that instead of placing a 
■pecitlc tax on the drummer a percentage 

tax on tho amonnt of his sales should be 
imposed. Why should a traveler who 
sold 8500,000 worth pay no more than one 
who sold luoroly a (piartorof that am niut? 
(Hoar hear.) 

^ fion. Mr. Elliott Haid tho outcry against 
ine drumimerB haif not been raised by 
wholesale men alone but by retail firms. 
Of course if a drummer became a resident 
ho would have to pay tho legilimato taxes 
of tho country. (Hear Ihmu.) 

Mr. Walkom could not understand tho 
idea of trying to crush out tho iegitimuto 
traveler. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— No such jjcrEoii ex- 
ists horo. 

Mr. Walkom said it wa'j very ileairablc 
to nodorstand tho ri^al meaning of the 
word drummer, but ho could not son tho 
advisability of taxing a commercial trar- 
ii«lar. He Bupposed, however, that the 
rterishanta who hod asked for the tax 
know their own buHinoss lietter than ho. 

Mr. Boavou thouglit that if tho sugges- 
tion of the member for Yule was oarriod 
otit ono-fifth of onu per cent, would bo 
eaffloiont. Ho also tlunight that it was 
not fair to put a tax on salcti made by the 
„4<^<^°>°^''' only; but that a similar tax 
. bnglit to be imposed on direct shipments. 
Itaotheobatendedife would be a tax on the 
Itttotptiwof tboM who vantthem her* in-

stead of waiting quictfy at homo for or- 
ders liy post. He honed no action wouhl 
bo t.ikou till tho bill had boon woll conai- 
doroJ. 

Mr. Mara suggested the addition of an- 
other clause to impose a dtovers' lioooso. 
This ho thought was the proper hill to 
placo such a provision in. 

After further discussion tho Committae 
rose, reported progress and aaked leave to 
sit again. 

PUBIilO BOapOI.8 BILL. 

Consideration of this Bill was resumed 
in Committee at clause 45, Mr. Brown in 

tho Chair. 

Dr. Tolmie raov^d an nniondmont mak- 
ing it hiwinl for the Govornmout to ap- 
point und deiino tho duties of a sec. -trea- 
surer for tho Cache Greek School at suuh 
salarj' as may be deemed fit. 

Mr. Mara objected to tho amoiidmtnit, 
ho was ojiposed to ji.iyiiig the i^(<o.-treuHUi - 
or any salary. With two Superintoiidents 
and another paid ollicer one-eighth of tho 
entire educational gnint would lio swal- 
lowed up. Ho stilt maintained that two 
Superinteadenta were unnecessary and 
that if properly managed one would bo 
sullieient. 

Dr. Tolmio regretted tho difTereneo of 
opinion existing between the membar for 
Yalo. Tho amendment was simply a yield- 
ing to their wishes and now they were not 

satistied. 

Mr. Smith said if thero was to be a Su- 
perintendent on tho Maiuland there was 
no occasion for a paid secretary to the 
Cache Creek School. He would not sup- 
port anvthing of tho kind. 

Mr. Mara thought the faihnv" of llu' 
Cache eruek soiiool was more attriluitaljle 
to tru>tees than to the teacher. He woiilil 
submit again that if a (U jiuly Superiuteu- 
ihiut b(> found ueot'ssary on tho Aiaiuhuul, 
that genlteiuan should bo ex-ofhcio Sec- 
Treasurer of the Cache creek school. He 
would nsk tho introducer of the bill to 
withdrav.- his amoiulmont in favor of this 
proposi ion. 

Dr. 'L'olmiu said the amendment did not 
mention any detiiiite salary but lolt the 
matter of appoiutiug a sec-treasury in the 
liauda of tho Government in whom ho had 
ovory confidence. 

Hon. members said the understanding 
arrived ut last night was that tho Deputy 
Superiutondeiit should perform tho dut- 
ies of tho soo-treasuror of Cache creek 
school. 

Mr. Wal!:om said that the amendment 
nhould cover the matter and plainly state 
that tho Deputy Suporintondant sbull be 
ex-ofHcio Boc-treasuror of tho school and 
jjerform the duties of that olBco without 
e.Kira salury. 

Dr. Tohnie withdrew lusaiiKJudmeut iu 
favor of this suggestion and tho elauso 
was amended. 

Coiamiiteo then rose reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again. 

The House then adjourned antil 7:30 
p. m.

Hon. Mr. Elliott 90id. there was no do- 
sire on the part of the government to hur- 
ry the matter and if placed first on tho 
orders for to-morrow that waj no rea-iou 
why tho Estimates should bo passed too 
rapidly. 

Mr. Smitho opposed unnecessary delay. 
Ho was aware that if the consideration 
were placed first on the orders for to-mor- 
row no actatil discus-ion of the o.itimatos 
would bo reached till M'>nday and by that 
timo hon. members would bavu investi- 
gated ihiMii. Jf tliey were postponeii till 
Monday what luiglil bo done to-morrow 
would a BO be del. rrod. (Hear.) Many 
members were, moreover, desirous of ro- 
turniog to their homes. 

Mr. Walkem protested. Ho had only 
just cast his oye on tho figures before him 
and asked tho consideration of the gov- 
ernment. 

Hon. Mr. Ilumiihreyrt said that tho 
([UObtiou really was " wlien shall tho re- 
port of the committee be considered ? " 
The hon. gentleman opposite knew very 
well that did not moan passing the esti- 
mates ; it was simply an opportunity af- 
forded hon. members to discuss tho goner- 
al policy of tho late and present govern- 
ment.

Tile Itimatio Asymm. 

Editor CoiiONisT:— A select committee 
of tho House reports tho present Super- 
intendent unfit for tho office ho lioldH. Ho 
deserves to bo dismissed. Thci rojiort 
contains a recommeuilatton to appoint a 
resident physician to discharge the duties 
of suiierinteiidont aud i)hysici;iu. This 
proposed change is not at all dosirahle. 
Under the old system the Buperiutendent 
and physician were two ipspeotors, and 
each possessed tho power of «onipel]iiig 
tho other to do his duty. Tliis was an ad- 
mirable arrangement; a security for pro- 
per atienlion to the wants of our most un- 
fortunate citizens. This security is im- 
perilled by tho report. If the power poa- ' 
sessod by tho two officers bo voiited in 
ouo, he may, without any fear of conse- 
quences, forget his duty. There i.s no- 
thing to be gainiHl by tho jiroposod ■■ 
change, and tho risk of lo.sing llio SLCtiri- 
ty for a proper discharge of duty is ap- 
parent. It may not be real ;but it deserves 
attention. Tkdtu telleii. 

[Thnt "two inspectors," as our corres- 
pondent terms tho superintendent and 
physician, were not satisfactory, is best 
proven by the awfnl condition into which 
affairs at the Asylum have fallen. A phy- 
sician (nnii-residcut) may . ordirr certain 
nourishing food for a f-ick lunatic, which 
order a superintimdent may cancel 
tho momont tho physiciauH back ia 
turned. The practiced eye of tho physi- 
cian, on tbo occabion of his next visit, may 
detect a physical falling olY the paiient, 
which to his mind would indicate a want 
of proper iiouri,;h:ni-.nt ; but if tho super- 
intendent were* to assure liini that his di- 
roctiouH had been fiillv carried out, who 
is to contia lict him ? Not in tho patient — 
for who attaches importance to a lunatic's 
ovidenco ? or, taking an extreme case, tho 
physicion, on hia next visit, may find tho 
patient hevond tbo reach of aid. Wo dif- 
fer with "Truth T(dler." Tho Rujieriu- 
toiid(uit should bo n iiliysician, imd ho 
should bo a resident of tho Asylum; and 
the Asylum shotild bo placed under a. 
Visiting Committee or Board of Direotora 
composed of private eiiizpuB to keep an 
eye on the working of the institutiob. 
People kuown to bo crazy are tho rii'ost 
helpless class in thn worM; anil their 
helples-innsH ai)))eaN loudly to the hniniui- 
ity of all wlioio insunity, not having boon 
BufilcieDtly devolopod, enables tl^^m to 
pass for sane persons. — Ed. Coii.j
